ISOLATION HOSPITAL. 

SOME REASON FOR THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH—NEW PROJECT.

The cars of tbe public health la now 
oue of tbe Important fuuctlous of looal 
government. A department of the 
government known as tbe Board of 
Helatb baa special charge of tbla line of 
work. From a minor poslllou held some 
years ago, the Board of Health baa 
rapidly rlseu to a co-ordinate position 
wltb the Town Council and the Hoard of 
Education. The duties of the Board of 
Health are numerous and varied, and It 
Is clothed by the Legislature with dras¬ 
tic powers for carrying out Its maudatee. 
Public safety from malignant and OCUi 
laglous diseases Is conceded 
one to be pre-eminently deslrs ami 
tbe question of expense becog 
not one when tbe comuiunlly 


THE WATER QUESTION. 

NO PROSPECT OF AN EARLY SETTLE¬ 
MENT OF THE PROBLEM. 
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a IlceJ^ A WkaL question was raised 
that cad^l smjkftlelay lu the carry lug 
out of tb^^ane M the police. It was 
coutenued Okat Vie Court of Cominuu 
PleaFVwuldWWtow upon clubs or asso- 
olatl%eYh Jrlgqk to dispose of liquors to 
aieiubere\Jbe d^ok lu club rooms, aud 
the ^wu flpulnaocecould uot be applied 
lu suc^^naaes. This matter was re¬ 
ferred t(T tbe Town Attorney, aud be 
gave tbs police department au oplulou 
tbat warranted action lu tbe case. Tbe 
elub bad a Lulled States Ooverument 
license for selling liquors, but tbat did 
not authorize tbe sale of beer In tbe 
manner In which It was sold lu tbe club 
bouse. Before tbe police could set au- 
i other question had to ba set Usd, sad 
tbat was tbs procurlug of evidence that 
would warrant a raid of tbe police aud 
tbe arrest of tbe people fouud there. 
This evidence was procured last Satur¬ 
day night. According to tbe story told 
at police headquarters, tbe fee fur mem- 
bereblp lu tbe Workingmen's Educa¬ 
tloual Society was twenty-live ceola, 
wblcb entitled a member to the privi¬ 
lege of buying beer cbecse for twenty- 
live cents each and good for six glasses 
of beer. Tbe police say they fouud all 
tbe fixtures and paraphernalia of a well- 
conducted bar-room lu tbe club bouse, 
together with a quantity of beer, some 
whiskey and cigars. 

When arraigned before Recorder Post 
E. B. Nsbsn, tbe spokesman of the 
party, claimed that there bad been uo 
Intention on the part of the Working- 
men's Association to violate auy law, 
aDd the association had been advised 
that It could proceed In tbe methods 
that bad been pursued at tbe club 
bouse. 

Mr. Neben claimed that tbe sale of 
beer was simply one of tbe social func¬ 
tions of tbe club, and w ts carried on 
for tbe purpose of keeping some of the 
younger members off tbe street snd 
gave tbe married members a place to 
vlelt wltb tbeir families snd enjoy a 
social time. 

Chief Collins contradicted some of Mr. 
Neben'a statements. Recorder Post an¬ 
nounced tbst tbe line prescribed by the 
ordinance would be Imposed, and tbe $20 
was paid by Mr. Neben. Before leaving 
police headquarters Mr. Neben declared 
tbat tbe Workingmen's Educational Bo 
olsty would make Itself felt In local 
politics next spring, aud would eleot 
ofllolals wbo would permit some 
i privileges to the workingmen. The 
raiding of tbe Workingmen's Club by 
tbe police baa been a topic of dleouselon 
In Watseaslng during tbe past week, 
•nd conflicting sentiments have been 
expressed. Borne people bold tbat tbe 
town authorities were bound to protect 
tbs men wbo bad been Licensed to sell 
beer snd whiskey, snd there wi* no 
other oourse but to raid tbo w,.iking- 
man's Club. Other people bold tbat It 
was an outrage to break up II •• Hub. 
The Workingmen. .Jt Is claimed, »■* by 
tar tbe largest element In saloon pat 
rooage, snd they ought to have the 
right to tbe use of tbe prollts from i 
sale of beer In tbe maintenance of -hi

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Iu this HDilV* 1 ^ towns Boards of 
Health are dlrectlug more and more 
attentlou to all classes of coutaglous 
diseases. Bmalllpox, typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever aud measles are 
diseases that receive attentlou now at 
tbs hands of the local health ofllolals. 

It Is becomlug recognized mors aud 
more that the best public protection 
against tbe spread of such diseases Is 
Isolatlou of the victim. It Is also gen¬ 
erally accepted that the chances for a 
patient's recovery sre also better Id a , 
weli-mslntalued Isolation hospital, but 
there Is a tremendous expense attached ' 
to the maintaining of such an Institu¬ 
tion, as every towu thst has bad to deal 
with the smallpox e^fflemlc has realized. 

In a properly maintained Isolation hos¬ 
pital skilled ipqjllcal practitioners, ex¬ 
pert nurses, best quality of foods, and a 
good olass of domestic help are all 
Important eaBeutUls. aud these all come 
high financially lu b«>th private aud pub¬ 
lic expenses. 

The (set U recognlz-d that many of 
the leading costly features of au Isola¬ 
tion hospital could easily cover a wider 
scope of work than tbe requirements of 
a single town. It was a recognition of 
this that stimulated a movement a short 
time ago for a oouhty Isolation hospital 
maintained after the manner of other . 
county Institutions. Several other pro- j 
positions were also brought forward 
looking to joint action of two or more ( 
towns.ln the maintenance of an Isola¬ 
tion hospital. The city of Orange and 
some of Its neighboring municipalities 
have made practical use of the sugges¬ 
tions, and have taken steps towards 
nutldlng such an Institution. It te one 
of the lessons of the smallpox epidemic, 
and It is a measure taken towards being 
In readiness to cope with any such fa- 
tllctlon that may occur again. Several 
Indefinite propositions have en made 
from time to time that Bloomfield, Glen 
Ridge. Montclair, and possibly Verona 
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There are eeveral important public 
matters that are at preaeot In au unset¬ 
tled stale Oue of these Is tbe matter 
of flre-boueee. another tbe question of 
eewerege for e large section of the towu 
adjolnlug Newark, and another the water 
supply problem. Tbe Town Couucll Is 
negotiating with a private party for the 
construction of a tlre-bouse, which, It Is 
thought, will satisfactorily dispose of 
that question aud avoid an Issue of 
boude. The Board of Health will hold 
a Jolut meeting shortly with the Ne« 
Board of Health with 
some arrangement at 
that part of the towu 
needed; but tbe wat 
such shape that the C<>u$ 
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or Franklin, t»ae united action In tbe 
construction of an Insolation hospital, 
to be used and maintained by the several 
towus Jointly. This proposition Is uow 
taking definite shape, and a committee 
of tbe local Board of Health has been 
ppolnted to confer wltb tbe health offi¬ 
cials of tbe several towns above Darned 
for tbe purpose of ascertaining how far 
they are Tilling to go In the matter. 
Tjps conference proposed le of course 
only preliminary to ascertaining tbe 
vlewe of the healtW officials of other 
towDs In the matter, and for an exchange 
of views as to the cost of suob an estab 
llebmeot and the advantages to be de¬ 
rived from It. These matters will all 
be given publicity In due time, and pub¬ 
lic eentlment^Au regatd to tbe project 
taken Inlq-cbnalderatlon. It Is obvious 
tbat It would be good public policy to 
be prepared before band to meet any 
future outbreaks of smallpox or other 
raallgnaut diseases, but It would Involve 
a considerable expense for a email town 
to attempt to maintain suah a state of 
FeiffTneeSITnSTellsBffe.I; wbefAe*.' A 
operative movement on the part of seve¬ 
ral towns would entail but a email ex¬ 
pense oo each. 


franchise M *125,000, the City Couucll 
rejected tbeTward on the ground that It 
was exceeelve. It had been testified 
to before the coiumteeluu tbat the pres- 
eut plaut could be duplicated for *230,- 
000. Experts also testified that, owing 
to the depreciation, the plaut Is worth 
uow only *1155,000. 

The Water Committees recommenda¬ 
tion that It be empowered to offer to the 
company *250,000 for the plant waa not 
received with unanimous favor by the 
entire City Council. Ibe committee. In 
support of Its plio, declared that If the 
plant was bought the city would be - 
saved the trouble of tearing up all tbe 
streets In tbs city, and that although a 
considerable purtluu of the present 
malne would have to be replaced by 
uew pipe wltbln a few years, It would be 
possible to utilize a great deal of tbe 
pipe for a long period ta come. The 
oommtttee also called attention to Ike 
dispute as to the proprietary rights lu 
the house corrections ruurlug from the 
mains to the fence lines. lhe water 
company believes that theae connections 
are Its property. Tbe city lias legal 
advice to the coutrary. which holds tbat 

the property-owners have been charged 
for the connections, and that they belong 
therefore to tbe householders This 
question, however, might become- a 
cause for legal action. 

Councilman Balgrle Is opposed t«* of¬ 
fering the water company 121't immi. He 
thinks that not more than JJotMHJO 
ought to be offered the company; so 
that, If It Is necessary to make a larger 
offer, tb’e committee will have some lee¬ 
way. Councllmeu Ougheltres and Coc- 
dlt, who favored accepting the award of 
tbe condemnation commission, also are 
opposed to offering *2 iU,bno, and they 
are supported by t.ouncllmen l'almer, 
but these three believe mat i 2 l 0 .MM> la 
too small a price to offer the c impatiy. 

Wltb the disposal of by far the l-ttger 
portion of the plant to the oily of East 
Orange It Is not believed that the w ater 
company will care to continue In busi¬ 
ness for the sole purpose of supplying 
Bloomfield with water, and It la very 
likely that this towu will h« n*K~d to 
buy the portion of lb-* plant used for tbe 
local suppiy of water The town will 
theu be fre«’t<» purchase watet wherever 
It cau make tbs best bargain A deal 
with Newark will of course be out of 
the questlou, for a mysterious clause In 
the coutract between tire city of Newark 
and the East Jersey Water Company da- 
bare Bloomfield from getting water Iron* 
Newark.
